Speed and Safety.

Most people, observing the dizzy speed at which motor- 


cyclists are given to speeding along the highway, have won- 
'dered how any of them survive. They always seem to be_in 
far more danger than any other class of travelers. An English 
explanation may throw light on the subject. 


"Speed merchants," as the British call them, appear to be 


more common over there than they are here. They are always 
dashing along the roads in swarms, attired in their leather 
jackets and crash helmets. And the fatalities are few. The 
surprising statement is made that there are fewer accidents 
when the riders are going at high speed. 


This immunity is said not to be due merely to the fact that a 


motorcycle, like a bicycle, holds its course better at high speed, 
on the gyroscope principle, but to other factors connected with 
gravitation. Thus a race track spill at 45 or 50 miles an hour 
is found usually to mean serious injujry and the hospital' but 
at 60-miles an hour the rider escapes with only a few bruises 
and at 90 miles "the tumbler does not even hurt himself." 


A doctor vouching for this statement explains that at the 


high speed the rider shoots along quite a distance before he 
strikes the ground, and when he does strike, he doesn't hit 
hard, but merely slides along and rolls, whereas at slower 
speed he would get a hard bump. 
_ 


All this may be true on a fair, smooth road, without obsta- 


cles. But suppose the spilled rider hits something while he's 
flying through the air or rolling along! The explanation isn't 
altogether convincing to Americans, with all our love of speed.

(By Associated Press) 


San Francisco.—The social organ- 


ization was compared to an intricate 
machine by Dr. Oscar Bowling, state 
health officer of Louisiana, at a meet- 
ing of the Preventive and Industrial 
Medicine section of the American 
Medical Association convention here.
